There we're the usual number of army 
and uavjr men and missionaries, includ- 
ing Major G. L. TUden, of the First 
California regiment, who is on his way 
home from Manila on sick leave, havin.ij 
just recovering from an attack of t.vplioid 
fever. Dr. A. I*. Lewis, of the Ked 
.Cross Society, is also on his way lioine 
from the I'liilippiiies. They have noth- 
ing new to tell about affairs on the is- 
la)ids, the conditions being unchanged, 
hvti everybody waiting for Bomethlng to 
turn up, . :. . 

Agu'ifaWo, the insurgent leader, ,huf( 
removed his capital from Baker to Ma- 
Ir.olla. There are several good reasons 
for the change which his officers ad- 
vance, although Aguinaldo hhnself snys 
little about plans that involve his per- 
sonal movements. At the present time 
lie is between two divisions of the Am- 
erican army — one at Manila and one nt 
Cuvitc, practically within their lines— 
of easy observation, if not operations — 
and within, near slielliug distance of 
the American llwt. If there is to be 
any trotible ^vith the Americans, it is 
go('Kl strategy for him to change his 
present position. Tlien, again, lie intends 
to combine and unite liis furees by going | 
to the north and place himself where' 
lie can be in close touch with the more 
powerful leaders of that section. Still 
iiiKitlier reason is that he will bt> on 
tlie line of the railway, where, if neces- 
sary, he can either escape to a point 
further north and get away into the 
mountains, or cut the line to [irevent 
the Ainerieau transport of troops or coii- 
neetion with supply ])o!nts in the rich 
provinces between Manila and the CJulf 
of Singaveii, -where the railway imw 
ends. A number of Aguinaldo's chief 
supiiorters will abandon him if the Ain- 
erieans secure control of the islands, de- 
spit e the efforts being made to Jiold them 
together. 

('oiulitions of buHlnoBs are improving 
e-very day in Manila; the custom house 
is working witli excellent precision and 
rapidity, and withnl the American of- 
ficials seem to be handling the situation 
most success fully. 

It is asserted that large quantities of 
nrms and aiiimunitlon are being shipped 
from Asiatic i>ort8 for the use of the 
insurgents.

From the correspondence that has 
lately passed l)etween the city and the 
tire underwriters, some people are ask- 
ing how it is that the insurance com- 
panies pay in a good round suiu every 
year towards the support of the fire de- 
partment This tax last year amount- 
ed to .fS.lOO, or .fSOO for each of the 
tiro insurance companies in the city. 
This tax is levied under the authority of 
the "Fire Companies' Aid Amendment 
Act, ISii," a i)ower tberefoiv that the 
cily i)ussessed before eoiU'ederatuui, and 
tbuu^'b tiu' .Municii)al Clauses .\i.t under 
wliich the city is no wworkiiij; j,'ives 
general power to cities to tax lire insur 
aiicc companies .f^liUU a year iJie old onli- 
iiance of 1871 seems to lie the only spe 
cial power wliirh any city in tlie Do 
minioji jiossesses — at least several gen 
Uemeii who are looked ui)on as aiitliori 
ties on the subject say they think such 
to be the case. 

\ictoria city was Uicorporated by an 
Jict iMLssed by tlie legislative assembly of 
British Columbia on April lSt)7. Tin 
act is described by one of the old-time 
ttlW-mukers as a very imperfect one, 
hardly more than a paper charter,, with 
out' giving the council the moans to 
carry un tlie government of the city 
or of raising a revenue; for though the 
act of iucorxioration set out that luxes 
might ho imposed, the trouble was that 
in a great measure this conflicted with 
till! tii.Mitiou which the government 
levied, and tbercfoi-o the city had t 
sutler when it caiiio to a "show-down," 
;is tlieri' could not bo double taxation.

AVe have nothing to say in ccmdemna- 
lion K)f the promolcrs of this industry, 
'J^cy are but a few among Ihe .thous- 
■ands who make money out of human 
coakness. Lawyers, doctors, jewellers 
jiiilliucrs, tailors, and even clergymen, 
live >upou the .passions, the vanity and 
the fe*rs of mankind, and if u persmi 
can be persuaded to pay .$100 for the 
pleasure of seeing his biography and his 
portrait printed in a book, there is no 
reason why be should not be gratified. 
Only., let him remember, that for .all the 
glory he really gets by it he might as 
well he content with having his name 
priutetl in a directory. He will be, as bo 
will be in a directory, lost in a crortd as 
obscure as himself, and, in due time, be 
foi;golteu.

The col- 
lection thus preserved covers every inci 
dent: connected with the event in reports 
printed in a variety of diflerent news- 
papers, and in illustrations drawn fitmi 
a great variety of sources. Any one who 
cares to keep up tlie event as a study lias 
ill this way before him the facts in the 
case, with 'the Impresisons and suspi- 
cions w'hich these .gave rise to in the 
minds of contemporary observers ■ and 
writers. This work is highly suggostivo 
of -what almost any person might do in 
the same direction in treating of pre.sent 
histarlcal events. A seraphook wliich 
should contain the account of tho San- 
tiago campatgn, or of the naval engage- 
ments of the recent war, having both 
illustrations and printed descriptions 
from n variety of <iuarters, could not 
fail iwenty-live or thirty years froin now 
to be <if groat value to its possessor, 
whili? a century from this time the com- 
pilation would be eonsideivd worthy of 
an imiMjrtant iilace in a great public 
library. Mr. Fitzgerald's ide-a of an his- 
torical scrapliook, treating nlmply of 
epochs, is not only one which can bc> fol- 
lowed by both young and old, but will 
furnish in its doing :i large amount of 
useful infonuation. — Hoslon Herald.

GOLD SKKKlOIiS' IIAKD LUCK. 

Tho Itnnlen of the Stories Brought by 
(.Jieat Shipload of Passengers. 

Karly yesterday afternoon the steamer 
Dirigo came in with one of the biggest 
loads of passengers that has arrived from 
tlie North this season. There were 1!)0 
on board, which nmabcr was made up 
of Cook Inletors. Yukoners, Copiicr riv- 
■or prospectors and residents of Noithcni 
towns. Those from (Jook Inlel report 
that there has not been a siugle new 
strike of gold in that region during the 
past season and they are strong in their 
conviction that gold nevi^r will lie found 
there in (|i>:iul ity. In this, however, they 
only coalirm reports l)r(juglit by arrivals 
from the Inlet last yi'ar. These reporls 
were tzivvn wide [luhlieity luit des|iiie 
Ibis fact, they say, that fourteen hun- 
dred men found their way to the dis- 
trict last spring. Some went with the in- 
tention of crossing into the interior but 
liiiding that an impossibility were com- 
pelled to return as they went. At i)re- 
sent there are 150 men .at Cook Inlel. 
well supplied for the winter, as other- 
wise they wonid have no reason to re- 
main. From the number of small boats 
found wrecked about the Inlet it is esii- 
mated that between 35 and 40 lives Irnve 
"been lost by drowninjs during the past 
season, but no one gives the names of 
any missing. The prospectors from Cop- 
per river on the Dirigo tell almost a 
.'similar story. They-left Margarita river 
on September 5 and are going to San 
I'raneisco, having transferrp.I lit ,Iu- 
iioau from the steamer Excelsior to tlie 
Dirigo. Ileniian Hankozy, one of their 
numl)er, brings news of two pathetic 
suicides of men who looked for gold 
all season and who feeling themselves 
Tmrdonsome to their comrades through 
sickness look their lives, reali/.ing that 
death would soon overtake them any- 
way. Frank Stevens, n young (lerm.in, 
belonging to S:in Francisco, was oiu' ol' 
these. lie had Kuffered terribly from 
scurvy and was rapidly declining in 
health until oiio morning .about six weeks 
ago his friends were horrified to find hi.s 
remains with a revolver, which he had 
used to put a bullet tlu'ough his brain, 
."lust, before leaving ("opiier rivei- Mr. 
Ilaiiko/.y was told of tlio ilcath of Daviil 
Ivy. of St. l.iiuis, ail old man (i.'i year.-i 
of age. who died on the summit when 
crossing the mountains on his Inane- 
ward journey. His remains were taken 
in charge by the prospectors and given 
IriirinI at the foot of the mountains. 
Speaking of mining Mr. Hankozy reports 
that no gold other than in prospects has 
been found on the Copper river ami 
those pro.spects are only found in float. 
Didall Gouvermont, a Frcneh-Oanadian. 
belonging to Montreal, was among the 
Yukoners to arrive on the Dirigo. lie 
loft Dawson on September 23, the date 
that tho Inst three river steamers left 
for the ■\VhitetHorse. He cnmn out to 
escape sickness, this'fath'er having died 
of fever shortly'' before ho came away. 
Ho' states that scurvy and dysentery are 
very prevalent in Dawson and that the 
hospital is full of sick people. Lalwir- 
ing wages havo dropped to and .'jlS a 
(lay and board.

Quality 
is idaced before size, but size is always 
demanded.

Columbia offers to persons conteiuplat 
ing settlement in the West for the par- 
pose of farming or stock raising. It is 
cbvious that in such a pamphlet it 
would not he wise at present to attempt 
a description of all parts of the prov- 
ince. For example, there is much good 
laud in the Bulkcley valley, but as the 
means of reaching 'It. are at: ppesent;. Of 
the most primitive and difflciilt- kind, it 
would be of no use to tell persons con- 
templating .settling in the province that 
such land exists, except in a general 
way to indicate that hereafter, wdien the 
country is more fully opened up, the 
area of available agricultural land 
will be greatly increased. The idea 
we have in mind is a description of 
those localities where thew is some rea 
son to expect a settler to desire to go if 
he knew them. Of these there are many 
in all parts of the province. For cx- 
aniple, there is probably some good land 
near Lake .Vtliii, and, if so, it would be 
a wise thing for a number of settlers to 
establish themselves on it. They would 
have a good market near at hand, and 
the means of reaching the district are 
eas.v. 'I'liere must be nian.v tracts in 
Kootenay, especially since the Crow's 
Xcst Pass railway has been built, upon 
which it would lie wise for settlers to 
locate themselves, because the land is 
fertile and niarkets are eouvenieiit. So 
up the West Coast; the tracts of 
Carniing land ♦.here can be poached 
easily, and there is a good mar- 
ket tor evorytbing tlitin can be produc- 
ed. Inforinatiiin covering these points 
idiould be ei)ituniized into a. bandy little 
'. olunie, that would cost little to print 
and could be given away. It .should be 
distributed broadcast over the United 
Ivhigdom and the Eastern provinces of 
the Dondniou. 

The matter might either be got up 
b.v some one especially appointed for that 
purpose, or a prize might be offered 
for the best pamphlet on the subje 
As it would lie necessary for the writ- 
er to have access to all the ollicial re 
l.orts, iirobably the work could be done 
better by some one especiall.v selected 
for the lairpose ibau in any other way 

The following points ought to lie cov- 
ered in regard to each locality: Char.ae 
ter (if the land, elanuite, extent of avail 
.■U)le land, means of eonininnication. 
niarkets, etc. The great object should 
be to combiuc accuracy and clearness, 
so that there should be presented to per- 
sons, seeking information about thi^ 
feature of the province, a brief epitona 
of what there is to be told, which woubl 
be likely to lead them to make fuller 
investigation

The Oilonist would not expect ili 
Vancouver World to agn;e with what ii 
says in regard to the prospects of II 
Conserrattve party in British Oolumbia 
and elsewhere, nor as to the attraction.- 
which its brilliant record presents t< 
the younger generation of voters. There- 
fere we shall not enter into any nrgu- 
nient with it upon these points. When, 
however, it urges that Victoria is over- 
rejirosented in parliament, an<l that on(> 
of its members should be taken away 
and given to some part of the Mainland, 
it lakes :i position whi<li ougbt not to be 
allowetl to pass unchallenged. Victoria 
has two rcprcsontntives and has had 
them ever since the province joined the 
Confederal ion. This of itself is a gooi' 
reason for conliiuiing tlw existing disiri 
bution. To dciirivc a constituenc.v of a 
share of representation which it has al 
ways enjoyed, is something that is al- 
■vny^ avoided wlieii possible, and m 
good reason i-;iii be given wliy ^'ictoria 
slniii'il thus have its influence in iiarlia- 
iiient eurt^iilcd. Victoria has never ap 
posed an increase of the representation 
of the Mainland in the House of Com- 
mons. Most [leople in this part <if the 
Iiriivinrc llioiiglil, with onr Vancouver 
■oiit(iii|iorary. that the last senatoria' 
ilip'iintnieiit might verj- properly li;ivc 
been given to some one residing on the 
Mninhind. The government, however. 
Ihoiiglit differently, thereby siiowuig 
that they are not inlluencod by the 
considerations which are expressed in 
tlie World's editorial. It is somewhat 
remarkable that, in the opinion of some 
otherwise estimable people, the first 
tiling to hf eoiisidered, when it is jiro- 
jio-'ed to do anything for some other part 
of the province, is if what is wanted 
cannot be got by taking away something 
from Victoria. Vet if there is one local- 
f which it can be alleged more truly 
than of any other that its interests are 
identilied with every part of the prov- 
it is this (it.;. If there are meni- 
liiM's of tlie House of Commons wlin 
c.-in be called representatives of the 
wiioh- iif lirilisli ('oluniliia, rather than 
of any section of it, Iliey a.re those who 
are, and have been, in the past chosen 
by this city. Victoria feels that its 
welfare is hound up with that of every 
part of the pr<iviiice. 

Onr conli'iiipdrnry speaks of the vast- 
ness of Mr. ISostock's constituency. It 
certainly it vast enough. If Mr. Bo 
lock's political acumen were in propor- 
tion to the territory which he reiire.sents, 
he would be (be greatest statesman of 
this or any age; but if the tost were 
the number of hi« congtttucuts, he would 
come nearer his actual rank. Ilopreson- 
fation by territorial extent is rather a 
new principle. It is rather too late in 
the day now to discuss the original dis- 
tribution of llie representation of the 
province in the House of Commons.

WHAT OOId) COST.S TO OIOT. 
U'hea !Sir Charles Tupjier rem irked 
during the Viikon ilebate, last session, 
that every dollar's worth of gold cosl 
a dollar to get, the statement was riili- 
ciiled in some inuirters as absurd, but 
a calculation just published by Jlr. 
Moreton Frewen, the well-known Eng- 
lish economist, shows that the Conserva- 
tive leader's. assertion was amply justifi- 
ed. Estimating tlie number of miners 
now in Yukttn at 20,000, and the cost 
of their supplies for a year nt $800 per 
liead, we get a total admittedly larger 
than the gold output, to say nothing of 
the labor bill, which must be set down as 
a big balance on the wrong side. Ap- 
parently, more money goes into the Yu 
Icon than comes out of it. But the Yu- 
Kon docs not differ in this point from 
oilier great gold fields in the early sl.ige.^ 
of their ilevelopinent. The gross yitdd of 
l/alifoi-iiiji in bS.'i:! was .'jld.'i.dOII.IJUO, and 
il cost .s:;:;.-!,!)! 10.(100 in wages to get it. 
W.iges were tlien ;j;T a. day; by LSaO 
Ihe rale had talli'u to .ft a dav," but it 
still cost .'<:;:!,O0l),(J00 to get .'srM,(Wl),(MK) 
worth of gold. In .Vnslialia in l.S.")l 
Trofcssor Stanley .levons was infoniK'd 
that the average prodiiclion of gold fier 
iiiii.cr was worth .'<L'.S. while the average 
wages were .'sD.'i. lOven when the iiidus- 
trv is well established, its returns are by 
no means as lucralive as is geiier.iHv 
suiiposcd.

AUTHOIl OP "QUO VADIS." 

Slenklcwlcz, the Famous Polo About to 
Visit America Early. 

Slenklcwlcz, the fanimis I'ollsii author. 
Is coinlug to America during tlii^ latter part 
of this month, and almost the liist place he 
will visk will lie Washington, wher.. he will 
spend several weeks with frK-iids. 'J'he cel- 
eOniled author of "Quo Vadls" will he as- 
.suied (if a ivarm welcome when he reaches 
\\ iisliliit;ioii, as a number of private eator- 
talnmeiits In ids iidiior will take place. The 
Immense popiiliirily of "Quo Vadls" un- 
Uoubtedly has had much to do with the 
proBpectlvo visit of the celeliiated autlmr, 
for the earlier Impressions gathered by .Mr. 
blenkk'Wicz on Ids former visit to Aimulca 
some twenty years ago were iiol. <-al<-iiliitecl 
to induce him to once more come to these 
shores. 

Slenklcwlcz llrst came to America as a 
young man. At that; time, in the early VOs, 
he was imiined witli high Ideas. IIi' 
tlioiiglu the present system of life was all 
wrong and founded upon false beliefs of 
Ihe conduct of human life. His visit to 
America and Ms departure from Europe 
have been likened to the vo.vage of C'ol- 
unibiis, turning his back upon one world 
and seeking in the far West a land where 
he might realize his beliefs. Hleiiklewlcz 
passed quickly lliroiigli tlw United Stales 
and went to the Southern part of Califor- 
nia, where he Joined a party of .Seeiallsls, 
who had a grand colonization scheiiie on 
hand. Tliere were about eighty men and 
women In the colon.v, and they took iin 
land under tbe homestead act. Thi? col- 
ony was founded on the principle of all 
men being equal and, therefore, outltied 
Io a living as well as the rest. The men 
lalioreil In the ileitis, for It was an agrlcul 
tunii ciilon.v. 

Ill this equal community the most con 
splciuius per.s<iii« at that tliiie were the Ac 
tress Ilelene Modjeska ami lii'r hiishniKl. 
Count Itozenta, wlio had left the world be- 
hind for the sake of entering upon till 
vita novus, or new life. 

A number of other distinguished Poles 
al.so found lioines In the colony, and dur- 
ing the summer of 1S77 the colony thrived 
and iirospered, and Slenklewlcz doiilith 
believed that he had nt last found the new 
life of which he dreamed. 

And tlien In the fall the crash canii>. It 
was Just wlieii the (^onimniilty was prepar 
Ing to enter upon the winter tliiit a Inislei] 
officer of the comniiiiiity. who had chargo 
of tbe .ftnanecs of the eoleny. dlsaiipenred. 
He was later heard from in .\nstralla, Iiut 
was never captured. The lii lrayal of tli 
trust iiy this uugratef iil man. who abscond- 
ed with tbe savings of nearly 100 
so shattered the beliefs of the coiiiiiniiilty 
in human nature that It was linniedlntely 
abandoned. Modjeska returned to tlie stagi 
and Slenklewlcz, almost lieart broken at 
the nnnlbllntlon of his dearest ho|ii'S, re 
turned to New York, whon^ he endeavored 
to secure work. 

Ills experience lu New York, however 
was even more discouraging than his llfi 
In the eoionv In California. Ho know lit 
tie Knglisli. bad very little money, and no 
friends. For nearly six months be oxlst- 
ed In New York, but lie could find no work, 
lie llnall.v made an arraiigemeiil whereby 
he was to write uii his impressions of New 
York for a St. I'l'tersbnrg news|iaper and 
a Warsa-w journal. This was the tlrsl tliu 
the novelist tried ids pen. and he met with 
a fair success. The letters were a serli 
of .■irtlelcs on "The l'"ar West," and the 
first nttracied attention to the yonng nn- 
tlior and brought lilm the first of the re 
cognltliin which lias bennme bo universal. 
Tie flmillv left .•\nierlca and returned 
Poland, arriving there In l.STS. 

Not the least Inleresllng feature of the 
visit of the great Tollsh writer to this 
I'ountry Is tli.'it he will be nceom]iiiiile(l by 
bis daiigliter. .Tadwiga. who Is the constant 
and Inseparable companion of the novelist. 
.Tadwicn Is described as a pretty ::lrl of 
in. who inlierlls niiiny of lier father's qual- 
ities. Personnlly, Slenklewlcz Is a charm- 
ing and <'ourti'ous gentleman. The two nr.. 
very popular at tbe vlilngp of Zakopjino. in 
the mountains of Oalicia. where they spend 
the Slimmer months nearly every year. 
Zakopane Is the resort of the artistic and 
llterarv elements of Polish society. Here 
the father Is usually engnged upon a new 
novel, while .ladwlga enjoys the mountain 
climbing. 

During Ills stay In Am^^Icn. Rienklewirz 
will be, nt least for a time, the guest of 
.lereinlali Curtin, the translator, wb" Ims 
done Bo much to Introduce the great PoIIah 
novelist to the Kngllsh-rcndlng world.

this trade ("aptain Clarence Cox was 
mate on her. She was wrecked too 
while in this hiisiiiess. but some one 
suc(-eeil(>il in launching lier and soon ;if- 
terwards her present owners secured her 
iiiid placed her under the American tiag. 
Siie is an iron screw steamer of 390 tons 
register, built in 1885, her dimensions 
being: XiCngth, 183 feet; beam, 27 feet 
and depth of hold, 14 feet. Her value is 
somewlierc in tlie neighborliood of .$75.-

There is considerable general interest 
in a letter that Chief Deasy, of the fire 
flepartment, has just received from Mr.

Ho had built a cabin and pro- 
posed to sink four shafts to bed rock; 
one of t!i<-se was already eight feet 
down, while another had struck liiH 
w.ish gravel at seven feet. 

Mr. Hush himself was on the eve ol 
departure on a |)rosp('ct ing trip to l..inr;i 
creidj. a newly discovered territory, tlu' 
only thing holding him back being the 
prohahilit.v of his securing emidoyment 
as I'ligiiieer in the lunvly organized lire 
department, at a salary of .'?-l,")0 per 
month. lie had been temporarily em- 
ployed before by the city atithoritii's to 
Hi t up the two imported ehemienl en- 
gines, and had got the two hose carts 
and the hook aial ladder wagon in good

)il service here, and over $20 a day 
I'eing allowed him for his time and 
skill. 

Dawson has, he says, a fine engine of 
the Abren type from the American Fire 
Engine Co.. 3,000 feet of hose, a Silsby 
heater, and other apparatus wortli at 
the lowest estimate $20,000, so that it is 
not now nt the mercy of fire should such 
at any time threaten the town, Ilefer- 
ring again to their mining interests, 
.Mr. Hush says lie and his partners will 
give a fair trial to their Hallarat claiin 
in the siu-iiig, and will also see wii.it is 
in the Ilunker cre(d< and Ophir gulch 
properties. As to general conditions at 
the Klondike centre, bo observes: 

"i.!nib is identirid here this winter a^ 
many largo wari'liouses have been built 
during the si'asoa, and all are filled with 
cvei'v class of goods. We have from, 
say ■l!),t)00 to :;i),()Olt jieople here now, 
but I believe a good many will go out. 
Ggilvie has arrived and taken charge of 
the lines and everything seems to be get- 
ting better h;inilleil already under his 
hands. The miner.-i certainly are a great 
deal better pleased since he came."

INTEKESTINGjrO SUBVEYOES. 

Argument on Mr. Pergusson's Motion 
Settles a Question on Esaminatioii 
of Candidates for Practice. 

There was a point of some interest to 
civil engineers decided by iilr. Justice 
Martin yesterday, it practically settling 
the question of the interpretation of tlio 
provisions of the act relating to the ox- 
iiinination of candidates desiring' to prac- 
tise in the province. It came up on 
the argument on the motion of Mr. \. 
D. Crease acting for Jlr. .John Coleiuaii 
Fergussou as to why a writ of nianda- 
nuis should not issue to the board of ex- 
aminers reiiuiring them to grant a coni- 
inission to Mr. Fergasson as a provin- 
ei;'.l land surveyor. Mr. Fergussou 
claimed that as ho was a member of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers, a recog- 
nized body, he should only be 
(1 111 red to pass an examination on tlic 
system of surveying as applied to this 
province and that the board should not 
compel him to undergo also an exam- 
ination such as pupils bad to pass. 

The Attorney-General admitted that 
the board had no authority- to pass a min- 
ute prescribing that a recognized civil 
engineer should go through the same ex- 
amination ns a impil, liut he put in atll- 
davits from the examiners stating that 
-Mr. Fergusson had failed to satisfy them 
as to his knowledge of the system of 
provincial survey.s. 

The motion was refused on this latter 
ground, namely, that Mr. Firgusson had 
not proved to the examiners a proper 
l;nowledge of the i)rovinci)il system of 
surveys; the statement of the Attorney- 
General settles tliat a recognized civil 
engineer does not require to pass tlie 
pupils' examination.

- Loudon, Sept. 30.— As soon as tliero 
was . any likelihood of delicate - dispute 
with Franco over the possession of Fii- 
«Iiwhi in the bsisin of llio upper Nile, 
liord ilvteJifiier, wlio is iutiiHuioiit to 
I'lCwspiipers juid who wishes the freest 
jiONsibli! liiiiid, sent tlie oorrespoiuloiits 
■\vitli tlie Soudiin expedition baeic to Cal 
I'o. Soini! liiive Wiiited there Idi- news 
f^'oni FiisluHla and olliers linve ictui-ned 
tp liondon, wlide all liav(> spent tlieir 
iompiirative leisuii; m the niaUin^; of 
• <louf; and <lutiiilcU accounts of the recent 
i^'.liattloj'-tluit lill column upon cohunn in 
theira. rospcctivii juurniilii; .. jMiikini; 
ratlit'r- than writing is the .word; for, 
with one exception the present genera- 
tion of Ensliah war corroHpondont« write 
witli little skill and less vividness. Their 
vifjilant activity is bevoiid praiso. They 
see or try to sec- aliimst loo many dc- 
taila of too many tlriii;;s. Their eye is 
always on the ol)jeet, never on Iheni- 
BOlves. Their experience of the Soudan 
and of military operations in it make.' 
their comment valuable. It were uiuea 
sonable to expect vividness, picluies- 
yiieness, and atinosplii'ie. in llie tele 
grains that they send after a day's 
rnarcliinK or lif,'lilinfr under the eye of an 
impatient military censor, by an over 
worked licUl telegraph. Kut tliey writ( 
less well in tli(> leisure of Cairo or of 
Ixmdoii. Tlu' L-lcan-cnt brevity of I heir 
despatches is fjone. They simply heap 
column upim column of details in ■oni- 
nioniibicc and colorless KiiKlisli. without 
proportion, aninialion, or illusion. Tliey 
bef,'in with the sl.ileiiicnt that tlic cou- 
, tost before Unulnrman was "llie most 
picturesque battle of the century," and 
iit' the end of four or five t<olunms • hey 
liave successfully reduced it to a dry 
ttitaloiruo of details. 
• Mr. Steoveua, of the Daily Mail, when 
liC'' is not lurid and of the music halls, to 
(Slciisc the public of his journal, is the 
Sxception. He. knows Iiow to select de 
(nils and to bind them in a well-propor 
tloned 'wliole. lie sees a battle, so to 
say. in larse dimensions, feels ils at- 
mosphere and carries illusion to the 
reader even when he jolts it with far 
fotclied epitliets and phrases. Life and 
color stir in liis words, and part.s ol' 
his account of tlie lighting before t)ni 
diirman that are not mere ainpliliea'.ions 
of previous despatches are worth ijuot 
ins. Here, tor example, is liis picture 
(if the -Viifilo-ICuyptian (rooi»s, waitin;; 
behind their liedfie and trenches in the 
dawn for the advance of the dervishr 

"Ijisbt stole (iiiietly into the sky be- 
hind us; there was no sinind from the 
plain or the hills before ns; there was 
iiardly a sound from our own line. ICv 
erybody was very silent, but very curi 
oils. "Would they l)e so mad as to come 
out and run their heads into our lir 
It seemed beyond hopiiifr for; yet ci 
lainly they h:id been full of war the 
day before. But most of us were ex- 
pactiii;; instantly the order to advance 
on Omdnrm.an. 

"A trooper rose out of the dimne 
from behind the shoulder of (Jobel Siir 
ham, fji'ew larger and plainer, sinirrcd 
violeutiy. up to the line and inside, 
couple' more were silhouetted across our 

• front. Then the electric whisper came 
raciuR down the' line: they were coming. 
The Jjanccrs cnnic in on the left; the 
Egyptian mounted troops drew like a 
•curtain across u.s from loft to ri^'lit. A 
they passed a flicker of white llafjs be- 
gan to extend, and fill the front in their 
■place. The noise of sometliing bev;an 
to creep in upon us; it cleared and divid- 
ed into tlie tap of drums and the far 
away surf of raucions war-cries. A 
shiver of expectancy thrilled aloiif; our 
army, and then a si^di of content. They 
wore coming on. Allah help them, they 
were coming on." 

The music halls and their public liave 
fastened u|)on the ratlier MiinderinK and 
useless charge of the Twenty-first Ijiim'- 
■ers a.s the crowning e))isode of the bat- 
tle. As the fuller accounts are now 
showing its real crown in stress and in 
gallantry was the repulse of the final 
assault of the dervishes by Maeilonald'.' 
]Cgy|)tian brigade on the extreme rijclit 
Tlic ivbalifa's army bad bet'ii twice beat 

• en back. On the left and in the centre 
the aiJvanee toward Omdiinnan had al- 
ready begun. The right was also bo 
ginning to move when the dervishes, 
>vho had rallied unexpecteilly in tin 
shelter of low hills laidvanced uiion it 
■''Now," writes Mr. Stceveuii, "began tin 
fiercest fight of that -fierce day. The 
Khalifa brought up his own black ban 
ner againv his stancliest die-hards drove 
it into the earth and locked their ranks 
about it. The .green flag danced 
■couragement to the Allah-intoxicated 
liiittalions of AVad Helu iind the Sheikh 
cd-I)in. It was victory or I'aradiso now. 

"b'or us it was victory ov shredded 
llesli and bones, nnburied, crackling 
under the- red sIip|>erK of Hairgara vic- 
tctrs. It was the very ernx and crisis 
(he fight, if Macdoiiaid went, Lewi.s on 
his left and C-olliiison and the support- 
ing camel-corps and the iicwly-retarned 
cavalry, on bis rif;lit or rear, iiiiisl all 
go too. The Second British and Second 
iDgyptian briKad<'s -were far ofl' by now, 
advancing bv the l(>ft of Snrglmin hill; if 
they had lo !><> recalled the Khalifa e(nihl 
walk h;\fk into bis stronghold anil flier, 
all our fighting was to begin aiu^w. But 
Hunter I'asba was there and Macdoinild 
Bey was there, born fighting iiu'ii both, 
whom no danger can finny and no snd- 
<l"ii shift in til" kaleidoscope of battle 
disconcHM't. Hunter sent for Wancli- 
op( 's I'Mist British' brigail(> to fill the 
«ap bi'tv,-c<'n Macdoiiaid ii:id Lewis, The 
Older went to Ceneral (iataei-e lirsi iii- 
Kl(-ail of lo tile Sirdar; v,-ilh the soldier's 
ii!i<liuct lie set tlie bri^'ade moving on 
tite instant. The khaki (•olnmiis laci'ii 
niuiid and edged rightward, righiward 
till the lighting Hue was backed with 
'{,(100 lAx--^I'Otford8, which no man on 
eiu'th CM 11 face and live. 

"Hut the cockpit of the fight waft Mai - 
douald's. The British might avcrge his 
hrignde; it was his to keep it am] I" 
kill off the attack. To meet it he turn- 
i>d his front tlvrough a complete lialf- 
■cii'cle, facing siiccosslvely smith, w<'si 
siud north. Every tactic.aii in the army 
was delirious in bis oraiHc; the ignorant 
correspondent was content Id watch the 
man and his blacks. 'Cool as on parade' 
ia an old phrase; Macdonald B-ey was 
very much cooler. Beneath the strung, 
Rtiuai-e-bewu face you couM l<dl that 
(he brain was working as if pac'ked in 
■ice He sat .solid on bis horse, and bent 
Ids black brows toward the green flag 
' -and the Uemingtons. ..Then ln> turned 
to a galloper with an order and eantcr- 
,0(1' easily nji to a battalion-commander. 
T^I.'igieally the rifles bushed, the stinging 
liowdei: smoke wisped away, and the 
liatlalioiis were rapidly threading back 
and forward ronmi and round, in and 
(lilt, as if it were a figiii-e- of a danc(>. 
In two iiiiimtes the brigade was t.iceth- 
■<•!• again in a new place. The field in 
front was hastened toward us in a 
\i-Iiiley brown cloud of dervishes. An 
order. Maedonald's jaws gripped aud 
liardened ns the llam(> spurted out again, 
and the whiti\v-brown chnid (luivcMcd 
and stood still. He saw everything; 
knew what to do; knew bow to do it; did 
it. At tlie (ire he was ever brondiiiL' 
■ Valchfnlly behind bis fighting line; at 
(be cease lire he was Instantly in front 
of it; all saw liiin and know that they 
ifo-'o bcini; nursed tn triumph. 




Klov'enth, the historic figh'ting regiments 
of the Egyptian army, were worthy (if 
their cliitf. The Second Egvptiaii hri- 
gade with them and ti^rliting ia liiii'. 
were worthy of their coiurades, and of 
llieir own repiilalioli as tlic best discip- 
lined battalions in tlie world. A few 
had feared that the blacks would be 
too fin'ward, the yellows loo lia(dcward; 
except that the blacks, as .-ihvays. look- 
ed happier, there was jio dilTereiiee at 
all between them. 'I'lu> lOgyptiaiis siirang 
to the advance at the bugle; the Sou- 
danese (-(.-ascd lire in an instant Nileiiee 
at the bii^rle. 'I'liey were losing men, 
too, for tliongli eyiM were clamped on 
tin? dervish charges, the d(>rvisli file 
was brisk. Man after man dropped oiil 
(■ehliid the tiring lin(>. Here was a 
white officer with a red-leathered charg- 
er; there a black stretched straight, 
bareheaded in the sun, dry-liiiped, im- 
coniplainiiig, a bullet through his liver; 
two yards away a dead driver by a 
dead battery mule, his whip still ^kied 
in hand. The table of loss bad topped 
100— l,")!)— neared :20(). Still they stood, 
fired, advanced, fired. cli.iiised front, 
fired— tiring, tiring away always, deaf in 
the din, blind m the sinartiug smoke, 
hot. dry, hlecdiiJg, bloodthirsty,, enduring 
the devlish tights. to the end. 

"And the dervishes'? The honor of 
the light must still go with the men 
who died. Our men were Dcrfect, bin 
the dervishes were juperb — bcy(>nd per 
lection. It -was their largest, best nnd 
bravest army that ever fouelit against 
ns for JIahdism, and it died %v(u-thy 
of the huge empire tli;it Madhisin won 
and kept so long. Their riflemen, niang 
led by every kind of death and torment 
that man can devise, clung round the 
black flag and the green, emplyjug their 
poor, rotten, home-made carlridKe-'- 
d;lillitlessly. Their siiearnieii charged 
death at every minute hopelessly. Their 
horsemen leil each attack, ridin;; into 
the bnllels till nothing was left: Ini! 
three bor.--es. Xot one rush, or two, 
or ten — but rush on rush, company on 
company, never stoiiping. tlioii^'h all 
their view that was not niisli:il;en cnemv 
was the bodies of the men who liad 
rushed befiire them. A dusky line gol 
up and- stormed forward; it bent, broke, 
fell aiiart and disap|)eared. Before the 
snudce had cleared another line was 
bemliiig and storming forward in the 
same track."

Careliil rubbing 
is again na essential, and a copper uten- 
sil is the best for boiling, and must also be 
Kepi exclusively for Hie iniriiose, wlille no- 
thing el.se whatever sliould be cooking on 
I lie same stove, exlraneeiis tuiiu's bidiig si, 
easily eiiuglil by boillag syriip. The pre- 
serving boltles and Jars slimud be tinu- 
oiighly cUaesed a few days before they are 
reiiuhed, Ihe liileival being used lo drv 
them In the sun or oiicn air. If theie i's 
llii' least doubl on tliat [loinl. a Utile siil- 
Iduir should be liiiriil in tlu- Jar. Tlie fruit 
IS always Jusl covered wilb the syniii. 
tile bottles never being too full. For fur- 
llier aud belter preservation a piece of pa- 
per eel to the exact size of ilie jar and 
.-naked In good cogniK' idiould be laid on the 
friiii. (Jij(-e sealed, the conieins can oe 
used (diher after one weidi, or be kept for 
almost any lenglli of time, esiieclally when 
v.rll closed, .lars are coniniiiniy lleii 
down with bladders, softened and soaked 
In good cognac, and used while still ilainii. 
If there Is any diflleiilty In remnvlng the 
Mime when llie fruit Is wauled, a cloth 
wrung mil of boiling water and held round 
llie o|)oiiliig wiil emible the oiienitor to 
loosen the bladder without tearing. Store 
111 a ciml and airy place, but dry withal, 
lie careliil to use Jars of the bIw! most 
saltable to the use of the household.

Tile fruit sliould generally be barely ripe, 
and gathered in dry weather. 

PUKSEIIVING HAW MKAT, 

It Is, perhaps, not generally known that 
raw meal can be k(>iit fresh several day 
during the hottest weathcn- In the fullinv- 
iiig simple manner: Put it into a ClilMa 
howl, cover It with nearly boiling water, 
and over this pour enough oil to cover the 
wliole surface of the water. The fin-nier 
wonderfully light liquid floating on the 
heavier one forms a herinetlcal covering, 
wliKdi excludes the air, and acts as a wnii- 
derful preservative. Where Ice is not id>- 
taliiahle at short notice, this will prove a 
most vahiahle safeguard, 

STT'FFKD UOLI.S. 
Take small rolls and rasp the crust even- 
ly. Cut around from Ihe bottom of the 
rolls and set tliese rounds aside. Then 
scrape out as much of the crumbs as jinssl- 
ble, taking care not to penetrate the crust. 
Mince well-cooked ehlckan, tongue, beef or 
ham, nnd add to two tnblcsjioonfuls of the 
meat a tahlespoonful of white snuee. The 
siiiice Is made by mixing one tablc-spona- 
fnl of Hour with a gill of cream, stirring 
la two ounces of butler. Add a level salt- 
s|)oonful of salt, n dash of pepper, and a 
diist of nutmeg and beat all together until 
smooth. When the sauce Is cold mix in 
any sninll salad finely chopped. Thoroughly 
mix and heat with the sauce and fill the 
lolls. 'I'ake the roiniils lu'cvlonsly cut off 
and iilaee them at the end of the rolls, 
idle (in a pretty dlsli nnd they make a 
delicious adjunct for sii|)per or lunchena. 
If ham Is used no salt will be reiiulred in 
the sauce. 

'I'l-;STI.\a KllflS. 
For those who use many eggs, nnd do not 
posses a tester, there are many ways of 
determining the average freslines of tills 
useful article. For Instance, a fresh egg. 
If shaken close to the ear will give forth no 
sound, nor any suggestion of inovenieut 
from the Inside. Or, given a slight solu- 
tion of salt and ■water— for Instance, a 
tnblcspooflful of the former to a qunrt or 
so of the latter— a fresh egg will sink to 
the bottom rapidly; after It is eight or ten 
days old. It Will not reach so low down, 
and a very stale one will float on the sur-

tli<-m for n conple of weeks In.'n cool, drv 
cellar: If In the Interval they seem to Inek 
iiiiilstnre, make a little weak brine nnd 
pour It I'lto tile Jnr. .-Sfter four or live 
weeks lake them nut as desired, rinsing 
tliein well before cooking tbeni. They 
need not ho used for two months. 

TO CLEAN lil^fSIIES. 

A homely method Is this: Have ready 
two basins, aud place In one n Inmi) of 
soda the size of a nut, nnd pour on to tlilf 
I'a" pints of boiling water. As soon ns Ihe 
soda Is melted dip the Iirlslles of the brush 
to be cleaned In this, slinking It 1111 and 
down till all the dust, etc., comes awny 
Into the water: then at once ill|i the brls- 
tt'-ti into the other basin, wlileli -.(honld con- 
tain Icy cold water, nnd shake them nbout 
In It, then shake off ns nimdi of tho mois- 
ture as you can nnd dry In he sun or not 
HIT the lire. Of cioirse care must lie Inkeii 
not lo let the water, touch the backs, as It 
nu lls the glue on the under and siiolls the 
glos.s of the upper side. This reuieiiy I can 
recommend from thirty years' experience. 
The same method cleans sponges.

the name of sheds. Oppression, stagna- 
tion, degradation, were stuinpeil deep on 
every yard of miserable Opidurman. 

But the people! We could hardly see 
the place for the people. We co\ild 
hardly hear our own voices for their 
^rieks of welcome. Wg could hardly 
lUOAe for their importun.ito greetings. 
They tumbled over each other like ants 
from every mud heap, from behind <'vcry 
'duDghill, from under every mat. Most 
of the men still wore their gibbas turn- 
ed inside out; yon could see the shadows 
of the patches through the sackcloth. 
They had been trying to kill i;s three 
himrs before. But they salaamed iioiu 
the iP.ss and volleyed 'Teaee be with 
you" in our track. All tlio iiiisLH-ll: 
noons trib<vs of Arabs whom .\hdullali 
fears or suspicions had cimgregated in 
his capital, all the blacks his captain 
bad gutherod together into frontier 
slavery — iniliseriininate, halt-nakeil, 
grinning the grin of tli(> sycoriliaiit, th<\v 
they held out their liuads and asked for 
backsheesh. 

Vet nuiie wonderrul were the women 
The innltitud('S of women whom eoncnii 
iscence had harried from every reet.'ss of 
Africa and mowed np in Baggara har- 
ems came lu-ing o\it to salute their new 
masters. There w<'io at least threo of 
then to every niaa. lUack women 
from Eqiiatoria, and almost white wo 
nun from Kgypt, iilum-skinned Arabs, 
and a strange, yellow typo, with Bcpiare 
bony faces and tightly ringleted black 
hair; old women and , little girls and 
mothers. with babies at tlieir breast; wo 
men who could hardly walk for dryed-cot- 
ton swathings, muUled in close veils, and 
women with only n rag between them- 
selves and nakedness — the whole city 
was a huge harem, a muReum of African 
races, a monstrosity of African lust. 

The steady cnluinus drnvo through tb( 
Kurge of bodies; then halted in lines of 
rhony statues, the open-mouthed guns 
crawling lietween them to the front 
Wo had come opposite to the corner of 
" n iiigh Willi of faced stones, a high, 
twenty feet solid, without a chip 
chink. Now! Tliis was the great wall 
of Omdurnuui, the Khalifa's citadel. 
And, listen! Boom — boom — a heavy 
tnelaiK-holy note, half bellow, half w.til. 
It wn.s the great oniheyii, the war-horn. 
The Khalifa was inside, i.ind he was ral- 
lying the malazerain ot his. bodyguard to 
fight their last light in their last strong- 
hold. 

At the corner v.'e came nn a breach — 
500 cubic feet or so of fissure— torn by 
a lyddite shell. Over the rubble 
scramble, then through a stout, doublo- 



leafed gate, jjulses leaping; we were in- 
side. But as yet only half inside — only 
in a broad road between another high 
stone wall on our right and the river 
forts on our left. We saw the choked 
embrasures and a nuiiuied gun or two, 
and walls so clownislily loopholed that 
a man could only get one obliiiue shot at 
a gunboat, and then wait \intil the next 
came up to have one shot at that. We 
saw worse thing.s — horroi-s such as do 
not sicken in the mass on a biUtlelield — 
a scarlet man sitting with his chin on 
bis knees, hit by a shell, clothed from 
head to foot in his own blood— a woman, 
young and beautifully formed, stark 
naked, rolling from side to side, moaning. 
As yet we saw not one lighting man, 
and still we could feel that the place 
was alive. \\ e pushed on betwoen 
walls, we knew not whither, through 
expectant emptiness, through pulsing sl- 

llound a corner we came suddenly on 
a bundle of dirty patched cloth and 
dirty, lean black limbs of a typical der- 
vish. He was nHve and unarmed and 
threw up his hands; he was taken for 
a guide. Next, at our feet, cutting th<i 
road, wo found n broad khor, llownig 
in from the Nile, washing up above the 
base of the wall. Four dervishes i>op- 
pwl out. seemingly from dead walls be- 
yond. They came towards us and prob- 
ably wislietl to surrender; but the blacks 
lired as they dived into their dead walls 
again. The guide said the water was 
not deep, and a crowil of men and wo- 
men suddenly shooting up from the rear 
bore him out by fording it. Most of 
those now reconciled foes had baskets 
to take away their late master's loot. 

We plashed tbnnigb the water— and 
here at lust, in the face of the high wall 
on (Uir right, was a groat wooden gati'. 
.Six blacks stood by with the bayonet, 
while another beat it open with his ritle 
butt. We stepped inside the gate with 
wonder and disappointment. 

For the inside of the Khalifa's own in- 
closure was even more siiualid, an even 
more wonderful bee-hive, than the outer 
town itself. I-iko all tyrants, be was 
constantly increasing his IxHlygmird, till 
the fortihed I'liclosure was bursting with 
them. From the height of a saddle yon 
could see that this was only part of the 
citadel, an enclosure within an enclos- 
ure. Fast a little guard house at the 
gate a narrow path ran up to the centre 
of it; all the rest was a chaos of piggish 
dwelling holes. Tiny round straw tukls. 
mats propped up a foot from the eartii 
with crooked sticks, douie-toppctl uiU'J 
kennels that a man could just crawl in- 
to, e.vnggeratcd birds' hosts falling to 
pieces of stick and straw— Ittcky was the 
nmn of the Khalifa's j^uard who could 
house himself ond family in a mud cub- 
in the size of aa omnibus. On every 
side, of every type, they jumbled and 
jostled and crushed; and they sweiite<l 
a!-.d stunk with people. For one or two 
old men in new gibbas came out, and 
one or two young men nnkeil and 
wounded. When we offered them no 
harm, the Khalifa's bodyguard broke 
cover. One second the plac(? might have 
been nn uncouth cemetery; the next it 
VI as a gibbering monkey-house. From 
naked hovels, presto! it turned to naked 
bodies. Climbing, squeezing, burrowing, 
they came out like vermin from a burn- 
ing coat. 

They were just as skinny and shabby 
as any other dervishes; as the Omdur- 
man Guards they were a failure. 'J^hey 
were all very friendly, the men anxious 
to tell what'they knew of the Khalifa's 
venienl.s— wliicli was nutJung— the 
overjoytHi to fetch drinks of wat-

ously; a few naked Egyptians, once gov- 
ernment servants; Charles Neufeld, the 
captive tierman merchant, quoting 
Schiller over bis ankle-cbaius; Sister 
Teresa, the captive iiiiu, forcibly mar- 
ried to a Dreek, iirescnting a green or- 
ang(? to Col. "Wingate, the tried friend 
she had never seen before — such was the 
pathetic llotsam overtaken by the ad- 
vancing wave of Miihdism, now strand- 
eil by its ebb. 

For the rest the ^lahdi's tomb wa:i 
shoddy brick, and you dared not talk in 
it lest the rest of the dome sluuild conie 
on your head. The inside was 
tawdy jianels and railings around 
a gaudy wall. Tlie Khalifa's 
house was the house of a wel-lo- 
(U) fellah, and a dead donkey pittrelied 
under its window hole's. 'J'lu> arsenal 
was the reduplieation of all the loot that 
has gone for a dollar a piece these tlirei^ 
years. The great niosiiue was ii wall 
round a biggish s(|uare with a few stiek- 
and thatch huts at one end of it The 
Iron mosque was a gah-auizcd shed 
which would have rc|>ulsed the custom- 
ers of a third-rate country photographer. 
Everything was wretched. 

And foui; Tliey dropped their dung 
where they listed; they drew their water 
from beside green sewers; they had 
tilled the streets and khors with dead 
(hinkeys; lliey left their brothers to rot 
and puff up hideously in the sun. 'J"he 
stench of the place was in j'our nos- 
trils, in your throat, in your stomach. 
You could not eat; you dared not tlrink. 
W("ll you could believe that this was the 
city where tlie.v crucilied a man to steal 
a bandfiil <d' bas(> dollars, and sold 
UK, tiler and daughter together to be di- 
vid<'d live liuiidred miles aiiarl to live 
anil die in the same bestial e(]iicubiiiage. 

The army moved out to Klior .Sbain- 
bn during the thinl. Thi> aceiirs<'d jilace 
was left to fester ami fry in its own 
liltli and lust anil blood. The reek of its 
iiboiiuiiations steaini'd up to lieav<'ii to 
justify us of our vengeance.

-•Vrouiid the Falls of the Oreat -Vfrican 
Itiver — Unexpected Industry of 
Native Laborers. 

']"he opening of .Vfrica to civiUzation 
is one of the miraeles <)f the nineleentb 
century. .\t the end of the second de- 
cade Moffatt began bis labors in South 
.-Vfrica, lo the derision of his hhiglisli 
X'riends, who iniayiucd that nothing could 
ln> ticcomplished by nussloUiui'.v. labor in 
such a country, iO.-ist .VfriLJ 
known only at one or two point-:; 
west of -Vfrica was considered deadly to 
hiuri'iieaiis, and the Mediterranean shores 
were under the control of Moslems, most 
of whom Avere pirates. In eighty yi-ars 
all this has been ebaiigeil, and now 
with the exceplion of one lu- two dis- 
tricts not worth appropriating, and the 
kingdoms of Morocco and Abyssinia, tlie 
whole of Africa is under European con- 
trol. 

Even, however, until the beginning of 
the last (piarter of this century the pos- 
sibilities of Africa were unapiu'cciated, 
iinil should any one have ventured n 
prophecy that before the year lllOO there 
would be railroads in the IJark Conti- 
nent he might have been regarded ns an 
idle dreaniiu-. Now the drcan, has been 
realized, and several long lines of rail- 
road are oiieu to business on African 
soil. At pre.sont thero are In Africa, 
either in operation or construction, 8,n^^ 
miles of railroad. There is a long line 
fpom Cajip Town fn i^alapuye, fur ' 
iiijrth of the South .\fi'loii'' ,, - 
'(i-"re is a,ioil,or fri.u ; 
tVioria, w til U"-' ■'.''''''^ Karoo to 
ro Pv.rlu'ui -■ oos ^^''"'^T'thir 

line hilii I'elagoa Bay. A tliiul 

fill/.- -'''OU begun from l?eira, in Bor- 
.,-se East -Vfrica, to Mashonahind. 
and a fourth has been surveyed and work/ 
begun from Momb!issa to Lake Victcnia' 
Nvaii/a. The longest line is up thr 
Nile, from .Vlexandrl-rt to MntPinnoli, now 
l)robablv finished to Khartoum, while 
the I-'rench bn.ve a coast line, with 
branches to t'no interior, in .Vlgoria and 
a line of considerable loniitli from Kayez. 
(Ui the Senegal river, to Bam:>koo. in 
the Soudi'.M. Even the Nile railroad, 
however, will not surpass in invportance 
the line which is now being built to 
follow the course of the C*Migo, and by 
passing the 2^0 miles of rapids and falls 
in that mighty stream establish speedy 
connection between the coast and the 
interior. 

Tlie Congo is the second birgesi 
stivam in the world. Save the Amazon, 
no other p.nirs to Ihi-- st>a such a Hood. 
Its current is so swift that there is no 
delta, the river pushing boldly into tin 
sea. Ships take fnjsh water in tin 
miiutb of the Congo, as though in a lake 
anil when the river is at flood the waters 
of the oi-ean are discolored 300 miles 
from land. 'I'his mighty stream, how- 
ever, from Stanley Pool to Vivi, a dis- 
tance of more than 200 miles, is so brok- 
en during its descent from the great 
African plateau to the const line, that 
navigation is impossible, save for short 
stretches at a time. Vlvi is ninety miles 
from the sea, and the sti-eam isjiang- 
able up to that point for oceau-i 
vessels, so beginning at the nearest 
veuient point to the coast, a town called 
Matiili, a route was surveyed to Lei 
poldville, on Stanley Pool, a distanc. 
of about 2~>0 miles. The surveys wm-i 
completed in 18SS and construeliou wa:- 
begun as soon as the contracts could be 
given out. The track is now almost lin- 
isheil to Stanley Pool, and a railroad is. 
Ihcreforc, actually in operation in what 
Stniilcv twenty years ago called Darkest 
.Vfrica. 

The dilliculties ill the way of constnic 
tiou were eiionnous. for there is a dif- 
feivnce of ',?.000 feet between the coast 
line and the plateau from which the Con 
go descends and the roads runs thrmigh 
the br<d;en (-oiiiitry, which sejiarates the 
interior from the coast. It is a veritable 
African Swif^erlaiid, rugged, mountain- 
ous, offering to the constructor all the 
dilliculties iiresenli'd to a railroad build- 
er in the Swiss or Tyrolean Alps, to 
gelher with many which are peculiar to 
the tropics. The teniporate zones know 
nothing of the tremendous rains occur- 
ring during nearly half the year on the 
Congo. Ilivulets become torrents, creeks 
swell into mighty floods, and railroad 
beds deemed securely laid, are washed 
awny like stubble. The railroad builder 
must be continuously on his guard, for 
the country abounds with the iiiuch 
drea(h-c' wood ants, which, leaving uf 
(inside incidation of their riivages, ea 
i\wi\y the interior of railroad tics and 
the beams of trestles and bridges, so as 
to leiiv(> a mere shell. All timbers em- 
ployeil in construction wore previously 
lr<'atcil with chemical pn'iiarations tn 
reiiel the ants, and after this precaution 
only constant wiitchfulness insured their 
saf(dy. 'J'lie broken nature of the coun- 
try required an enormous number of 
bridges; in a single kilometer, at oni 
point in the road, there are twenty-two 
1, ridges, trestles or viaducts. The iiris- 
oiiry Avas reipiired to be of the most 
snbstinitinl character to resist the floods, 
and. as soon as possible, all wooden 
sirilctiu'es were replaced by iron, which 
i-i kejit carefully painted lo prevent the 
rii.st and decay conscqucMit upon the 
dampness of the climate. 

The road has, therefore, been one of 
the costliest undertakings of the kind 
ever carried to successful completion, 
The first loan was for 20,000,000 francs, 
hu! the work liiid progressed only a short 
distance when it was perceived that this 



nogotktions were necessary in order to 
secure funds. Thus far over 00,000,000 
francs have been expended ia construc- 
tion and equipment, and there is still 
an urgent call for more money to replace 
the wooden trestles with iron and make 
other inuu-ovements in the road. A large 
portion of this enormous sum has been 
expended in salary and wages, for Eiiro- 
peiins who go to a deailly clim.-ite must 
be well paid for their services, and the 
assistance of over '..'O.OdO blacks was 
needed during the iimgress of the work. 
.Vmoiig the whites the engineers, build- 
ers and contractors, every nation in 
Europe and -Vnierica is represented. 
While the supreme direction is in the 
hands of Belgians, as the Congo I-'roe 
State is an enterprise of Helgiuin, there 
are Freiichmen and (Jennans, Kussiniis 
and llalians, Scotchmen, Engli.shiuen and 
Irishmen, and. as might be cvpected, half 
a dozen -Viiierieans who are seeking for- 
tune in what to the rest of mankind is 
practically a new world. 

'Phe laborers are all blacks. In +ho 
Congo Free State there is an estimated 
population of from 10,000,000 to 20,- 
000.000, the exact number hemg conjec- 
tural. Over 100 diflcrent tribes aro 
found, and as many languages aud dial- 
ects. Most of the tribes are of the Banu 
race, of a miicli higher grade of civHiza- 
liou than the .-Vfrican at the southern end 
,)t the continent. The negroes Of ' the 
South can with ditliculty he persuaded 
to work at all; those of the Congo, to 
ihe surprise of the European contractors, 
were anxious for employnient. and work- 
ed hard, giving perfect satisfaction to 
their epiploycrs. Such is their intelli- 
gence that no small part of the work, 
which in other countries is done liy skill- 
ed mechanics, was on tlie Congo n-.Hioad 
done bv blacks, who had been trained by 
the European overseers. Without the 
co-operation of these natives, the con- 
struction of the road would have been 
impossible, for white laborers can not 
endure the deadly heat and the mias- 
matic fevers, which have no effect upon 
the African frame. Under European 
training and direction, the negroes not 
onlv did the grading, but laid the track, 
set 'the rails and put in position the vari- 
ous iron beams, girders and trusses 
which formed the bridges. Such skill 
have they manifested that now all_ re- 
iniirs to the road, the cars and engines 
are made by -Vfrican meijianics who dis- 
play not only skill, but a large measure 
of pride ill tlieir work. 

Had it not lu'cn for the ciienpness of 
labor tile road would have cost more 
than it did. The white overseers and 
directors, of course, receive laigi- salar- 
ies, and so do the blacks, fm- Africa. 
'I ,' e men who did the excavating and 
k of laying the track were paid 
1.". francs a month, or from 
native mechanics from 
d!\y. It is said that 
blacks aie pre- 
not only 



cnininodate themselves as best thoy 
can. 

Some idea of the business that will' 
bo done by the road may be had from 
the statement that in 1897 the general 
imports were valued at over 10,000,000 
francs, the exiiorts at a little more. The 
cljief articles exportcil are ivory, palm 
oil and nuts, India rubber, coffee and 
tobacco. Tlu- chief imports lire toxile 
fabrics, guns, powder, spirits and Euro- 
pean tools and machinerj-.

This diltlculty was overcome 
by securing iiiti'nireters from the coast 
and boatmen on the river, who, by 
travelling up and down among tiie dil- 
fcreiit tribes, had aciiuired a tolerable 
kuowedge of the languages spoken in 
the country. -V serious obstiK.'b' was 
encountered by the paymaster and those 
in immediate charge of the work to re- 
cognize the men, for to persons uiiac- 
custonicd to the colored riu-c'S ail "coons 
look alike," and before tlie fi-.uid was 
detected the paymaster was imiiosed up- 
on to a c(H,sid<-rabh> sum by ente'-prising 
natives, who, in their way, were as 
sharp as ".Vh Sin." It was iniiiossiblc 
to pronounce the native pr(qier names, 
so the managers manufactureil names 
f(U- themselves, which the natives soon 
learner, and "Bottle Beer," •'.Newspa- 
p(U'," "Flying Ship," and other humor 
ous sobriquets soon became ciuninmi, 
niiil were accepted in good faith by those 
on whom thev were bestowed and an- 
swered to as iinmiptl.v as their own un- 
pronoiincable appell.-itiinis. 

The surinise of the lOunipeans on wit- 
ncsr;ing the eagerness for work and the 
l.-iboriousiiess of the hlai-ks was increas- 
ed when another admirable trait was 
discovered, that of economy and lov 
of money-saving which was Ijelieved not 
to exist" among the native population. 
The astonishineiil. of (he payiiinster was 
still further increased when the native 
workmen declined to draw more than 
a very small iiorlioii of the wages com- 
ing to them, preferring to leave the rc 
mainder in bis hands until the close 
of their tonus of engagement, when 
they wished to take the whole sum and 
go lioine as capitalists. MaJiy of them, 
.ifii r working steadily for two or tlireo 
.,-cars, found themselves in possession of 
very decent sums; one drew over $100, 
went home and set himself up in busi 
LOSS as the lending capitalist of liis vil- 
lage, bought out the local chief and now 
lules as an African potentate. Many 
others bought houses, herds of cattle 
and harems, with the- results of their 
labor, while still others, liniliiig them- 
selves in [Missession of .fHOO or ."^-lOO. b 
came merchants. A railroad pushed 
into the country of such a people is sur 
to become a profitable iiiveslnuuit, for 
iulelligenco and husiiiesH tact of this 
kind will certainly tend to increase very 
largely the export business of thr Con- 
go Free Slate. As the construction of 
the road |)roKresseil tlu' whites were 
(luartcreil in small houses, which were 
liiiuled to and fro on the road, being 
of a size thiit could bo easily lifti'd 
from lli(> Hat ears and established at 
convenient points along the track. The 
blacks housed themselves, linilding lein- 
pornry huts of grass branches, which 
kept olf the rain and sun. Dozens of 
these deserted camps iire now to be 
iiecii along the line of the road, and close 
by ciu-h a litll(> graveyard, where the 
workiiieii who die<l were buried by their 
friends, and their personal prop(U'ty, 
such as umbreliiis, lin pans, earthen- 
ware, ciqis and the like, were loft on 
the graves for Ihe use of those who had 
gone to the siiirit worhl. 

The tarirr (ui nierchandiso seems 
heavy, being 2 francs and centimes 
per ton for eoch kilometer. A consider- 
able riHluction, however, is made for 
articles which tend to the improvement 
of th'. cm I try, such »H farniini; implo- 
ments, tools and mnchiuerj'. Tlio pas- 
senger rate is 1 franc and 25 centimes 
for white Iriividlers and ]2Vj for na- 
times, the difrerence i" accommodation 
being accounted or, by the f"et tlinf mi.
